Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file.

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On page 1, line 8,'^releasable" is improper and should read -releasably- or the like. 
On page 5, line 8,'^he phrase "screwed off released" is awkwardly worded and imclear. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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In claim 1, line 2, "releasable" is awkward and unclear, and it seems that it should be 
changed to — releasably--; in lines S-Tj'the recitation "arranged for movement to a locking 
position to interfere with the rotation of the shaft to lock the shaft in a non-rotating position" is 
vague and indefinite as to how the locking pin is "arranged"; in line 7, structural cooperation is ^ 
not positively set forth for "a magnet", particularly with respect to the locking pin. 

In claim 4, line 4,^'can align" is vague and indefinite, and it seems that it should read -is 
aUgnable- or the like. 

In claim 5, lines 2-3,^e recitation "and the cutting tool a circular saw blade" is 
awkwardly worded and thus vague, and it seems that -is-- should be inserted after "tool" or the 
like. 

In claim 6, line 4,^tructural cooperation is not positively set forth for "a locking pin", 
particularly with respect to the features of the hand tool; in line sfstructural cooperation is not 
positively set forth for "a magnet", particularly with respect to the featm-es of the hand tool.
